THE Examination of Medical waters being fo ufeful 
both for the improvement of Phyfiology , and the 
Relief of the Health of man > wecannot but take publick no- 
tice in thefe Tra&s of the difcourfes of that Subjeci,that come 
abroad by the Prefs X wifhing only, that the Examiners of 
fuch matters, as well as of all others t would confider them 
without partiality and inve&ives,with all poffible care and fiu- 
cerity; thereby to ftock the Philofophical Magazeen, that is 
now. every where a furnifhing by Experimental f hilofophers, 
with fuch obfervations as commend themfelves by their Truth 
and Exa&nefs : For the finding out of which in the matter of 
the Ssarbrougb Spaw, treated of in thefe two pieces, and con- 
troverted between their Author and Dr. Witty $ it feems to be 
very neceffary to commit the examination of what they both 
have delivet'd thereon to fome as well impartial as intelligent 
Naturalifts, to review what they have written, and to repeat 
the Trials they have made , the better tQ enable themlelves to 
decide the difpute* 

In the mean time it may not be amifs to give fome account 
here both of the ft ate of the Controverfy, as 'tis delivered in 
thefe two difcourfes, and of the Aflertions made byDr.Tew- 
fial concerning thefe waters* 

The Controverfy is, whether the Scarbrougb- Spare do cor> 
tain forIngredients,P«r/*V/*/ oi Stone ^Nitro- aluminous Salt > zx\& 
a Glebe oiAllom'^ and confequently be apt, upon the account 
of that Stone-Powder and clay, to breed the Stone > This is 
denyed by Dr. Witty, who judgeth its material principles to 
be cheifly y^Z/mN^re, and Vitriol of Iron which he faith he hath 
extracted out of if. Whereas Dr. Tonfial pofitively affirms, 
that the Scarbrough-rvater hath no vitriol or iron in it ; hut a 
Stone- powder, and a clay, leaving fand at the bottom ofche 
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Vcffel,when it is boiled 3 like the dropping well at l(nai/forougk 
and that confequently it hath a Lapidef cent Juice, and there, 
fore is petrifying, and bad for the Stone, Gout, and Jaun- 
dice : maintaining,that that which Dt<Wttty calls a little infipid 
earth, ( remaining upon the diflblution of the firft extract of 
thisSpaw s and the filtration ofiO is a great dealofgretty 
Stone- powder ; and adding further, that 'tis the peculiar Cha- 
racter of the fame Spaw, whereby it is diftinguifli't from other 
Spaws in ufe,to take a refty fit fooner or later, fo as that it will 
neither go backward nor forward, by fiege or urine. 

Having made it his bufinefs to prove this both by a Chymt* 
cal Analyfis, and by Experience of his own and others,impor* 
ting that they never had any fit of the Stone till he and 
they drank of this Scarbreugb'V/zters he further obfer- 
veth, 

i. That ABom- stone diflblved in water yields a Purple tin- 
cture by Gail-, and that, this Allom ftone being acknowled* 
ged by Dr. Witty to be in Scarbrougb i therefore theTinflure 
by Gail is no argument for Vitriol in that Spaw. 

2. That all waters that have diffolved Iron, have Vitriol al« 
fo as the product of that difTolution. 

3 That all the Salt that fprouts out of the Scarbroug&clifF, 
is Nitro-alluminous, and not Vitriol. 

4. That the precipitated powder found at the bottom of 
the vefTel, after that Scarbrougbwiter hath flood in it two or 
three dayes, is Glebe ofJllom, 

5. That if Vitriol be joyned with Niter in Scarbreugb ( as 
Dr. Witty will have it ) it becoms a corrofive water, where- 
by (faith Dr. Tonfial) it would be made worfe than by all -he 
hath written againft it* 

Whilft our Author is thus examining the Scarbrougb-Spam , 
he taketh occafion to fay thus much of that oiIQutffiorougb,that 
its worth and excellency is, that an Embryonaie Sulphur hath 
corroded Iron in it 3 whichyfaiti be, makes it Stbmachical, O- 
pening, Diuretical, and ftrengthening all the noble parts. 

Having thus reprefented thefumand fubftanceof what 
Dr. Tonjtal hzih alledged againft Dr. Witty upon this Spare 5 
we wifh for further examination of this water, to be under- 
taken 
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taken (a an amicable and unbiased way,and by theconjun&i* 
onoffome able and difcreet Perfons with thefe two difpu* 
tants, that have hitherto very unbecommingly inveighed a- 
gainft one another.

Beafts, Fiflies, Serpents, Infe&s. 2 Plants, and thefe either 
fuch as are common with us ; or proper to that Country, both 
with, and without names 3 or fuch as have fprungupGnce the 
Englijh planted there ; or laftiy fuch Gardeu-herbs ( amongft 
us,) as do thrive there , and of fuch as do not. 3. Fojpls^s 
Stones,Minerals, Metals, aod Earths. 

To make thefe Obfervations of Nature the more confide* 
rable and ufeful, the Obferver fubjoins to them their refpec- 
tiveufesiri Phyfick, Chirurgery, Dyiag, (^c e.g. To cure 
confumptions by eatingtan^- ?«>•*/*/.• To heal Scalds and Burns 
with the Oyl of the Sea-Calf -, or with a ftro .'g deco&ion of 
Tobacco , warning the Sore therewith , and (trewing To> 
bacco-powder thereon : To heal Bruifes and Aches with the Oyl 
of the Spermaceti- Whale 5 which, faith the Author, being put up 
into Hoglheads, andftow'dinto Cellars for fome time, can- 
dieth at the bottom about one cjuarter,and then the oyl being 
drawn off" ofthe candied ftuff,put up into convenient veffels, 
proveth to be right Sperma Ceti, and is fold for fuch, being ad- 
mirable for the already mentiond ufes .• Item, To remedy the 
biting of a Ratle-Snake by bruifing its Liver and applying it 
to the wound : To ftrengthen the Limbs by anointing them 
with an Oyl , drawn out of the white Oak acorn?,bo.ledina 
Lixivium made of the Afhesof rotten M.iple=wood, until! the 
Oyl fwimon the top, which is fo clear and fweet,that the Indi* 
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ans eat it alfo with their meat: To heal bruifedLt'mbs and Cats 
with the bark of Birch, boyled very tender, and ftatnped be- 
tween ivtoStones to be a plaifter, and the decoction thereof 
powred into the wound .* To take offa Pin or web,or any kind 
of film growing over the eye with the calcin'd and pulverized 
(hell of a SAeatb'fJh^which isrery plentiful inNew- England 'ja de« 
licate fife, cover'd with a thin (hell and of the colour of a 
Mufle. 

Among the Jnimalr^here are fome that deferve to be taken 
notice of above the reft 5 as I. A Dear, call'd the Moofe-dear , 
fome of which are defcribed to be twelve foot high, with ex- 
ceeding fair Horns with broad palms 5 fome of them two fa- 
thoms from the tip of one Horn to the other .* They have corns 
monly three Fawns at a time , which are, to our Obfervers 
Palate, an incomparable difh. 2. A monftrous great Bird, call'd 
Piikannaw or Mecbquan i a kind of Hawk, four times as big as 
a Gof.Hawk, with a head as big as a Childs of a year old, a ve< 
ry Princely Bird \ at whofe foaring abroad, all forts of fea- 
ther'd creatures hide themfelves; though me never preys upoa 
any of them, but doth upon Farvnt and Jaccals. 3. The Scarlet. 
Mujlle, having a purple: vein,which being prick't with a needle 
yeildsa perfect Purple or Scarlet Juyce that will not be wafiic 
cut of theLinnen died therewith; found at Pafchatarvey^ Plan- 
tation about 50 Leagues by Sea Eaft-ward from Bojlon , in a 
fmall Cove, call'd Bakers Cove. 4. A little Beaft call'd a Muskquajh y 
feeding upon the baftard Calamus Aromaticus^hathCodi fenting 
that as iweet and ftrong as Musk, and lading thus a long time, 
wrapt up in Cotton-wool. 

Among Plants there is one , taken by fome to be a kind of 
Golden- j\od,fcy others for Saracens Con foundry the Author for 
a kind of Sun-flower, or Weft Indian Marigold; of which the 
ftalk beneath and above the -karob is cover'd with a multitude 
of fmall Bugs, about the bicknefs of a great Flea, which or- 
dei'd as they fhould be before they come to have wings, the 
Oblerver prefumes will make good Cochineel - they yeilding 
a perfect and durable Scarlet- colour. 

The New £ngland Peafe are faid by our Author not onfy 
jobeihebcft in the world , but free from being worm eater,. 
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T$ue he noteth for an herbe hardly growing there --, Jtyfe. 
M%ry i Lavender, Southern- wood, not at all • Blood wort and Cefon. 
dine„but forrily > Muskptelons better than in old England, Sec. 

III. A Rationalrvay of preparing ANIMALS , VEGETABLES 
and MINERALS for a Pbyfica/ ufe : by Edw. Bolneft Med. 
Reg. Ord. London, 1671. in it; 

^'^His Author , having fome years fince in his Mtdicina 
Inflaurata given a brief accompt of the Excellency of 
well- prepared Chymical Medicines, with thereafons why they 
were and ought tobeefteemed fuch • did then prornifethts 
Piece, wherein he undertakes to teach the Manner of their 
Preparation, by which he efteems they are made moft effica- 
cious.lafe and pleafant Medicines for the prefervation and re* 
ftauration of the Life of man* In the doing of which, he gi- 
veihbotb general inftru&ions,*;;^ particular Examples in each 
kind, and of each Kingdome, as they fpeak; which though 
not many, yet are by him conceived as fufficieut guides to a 
larger progtefs* 

Hebegius with the general way of preparing Animals into 
atruemediciue; and thendefcendingto the preparation of a 
particular Animal, he would have Students of Chymiftry con* 
fider, what vertues Phyfitians have adferibed to it, together 
with its dofe according to occafion, and the ftrength, agej 
and conftitution of the Patient, and a fit vehicle.. It were to 
be wiftied, that fince this Author often fpeaketh of the Fixtd 
Salt drawn from Animals, he had obliged the curious Re ader 
with fpecifying, what quantity of fuch Salt he had by his own 
Operations obtained from Animals., 

He proceeds next to the manner of preparing Vegetables ^ob-- 
terving, that in them lies hid a very fubtil and pure sethereafj. 
andafixedfubftance, the cherifher and fupporter of life, the 
food and nourishment of natural heat, the root and foundatit 
on of all its faculties : which fubftances whilft they are aboun- 
ding, trees floarifli and bring forth fruit » but once decaying^ 
they erow unfruitful, wither and dyo. 
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JLafttyJic teachethhis way ofpreparingAfc/<*/.f and Minerals 
for the health of man , alluring the ingenious Searcher after 
this knowledg, that he may with confidence have recourfeto 
it, both for lafety and efficacy, beyond the common Prepa- 
rations now in ufe j and adding withall,that,becaufe he knows 
many Practitioners nuy want either time or con* 
veniency to provide themielves with fuch Medicines, he pro- 
mifes herewith, that he will, upon their defire, fparetliem 
fuch Medicines as he hath prepared for his own ufe, whether of 
the more common preparations but better elaborated , or 
other particular remedies ; and that.upon a friendly account, 
the Medicine rightly confidered •. Declaring moreover his 
willinguefs to afford any Learned Phyfitian the fatisfaction of 
feeing his Laboratory, or the Preparation of any medicine 
he fliall defire at feafonable times* 

Here,when he treateth of the Preparation of Mercury,hc in* 
timates, that that being well perform'd it will yeild a Medicine 
much availeable in the cure of very many dileafes, and that r/'- 
ib i tutb i & jucunde$ whereas otherwise 3 \( Mercury be only chan- 
ged in torm , it may, being imprudently and rafhly ufed, do 
more hurt than good. Whereupon he fets down fome of fuch 
Procefl'es and preparations of this odd Metal, as hejudgeth 
moft fafe , and fit for internal Medicines : Which feem to de- 
fetve tke confideration of fober and intelligent Readers*
